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Ford hits midpoint 
Oregon seen key 
for both parties

President Ford has passed the halfway 
m ark in his quest for the Republican 
presidential nomination and Democrat 
Jim m y Carter has a chance to reach the 
sam e milestone a s six states hold pre­ 
sidential prim aries today. 
Ford's delegate strength was pashed 
over the halfway m ark on Monday when 
119 previously uncommitted New York 
delegates agreed to give up their un­ 
com m itted status and throw in with the 
President at the urging of Vice F^resi- 
dent Nelson A Rockefeller 
Carter, meanwhile, was predicting he 
would win 
100 or m ore of the 191 
IX'm ocratic delegates being conte.sted 
in today's prim aries in Arkan.sas. Idaho. 


Kentucky. Nevada. Oregon and Ten­ 
nessee With the 740 he already has. this 
would give him well over half the 1.505 
he needs for nomination 
The addition of the New Yorkers gave 
Ford 701 delega tes aga inst 544 for 
challenger Ronald Reagan and means 
Reagan would have to score a virtual 
sweep of the 176 GOF^ delegates at stake 
in today’s prim aries to pass Ford again. 
Reagan took the lead for the GOP 
nom ina tion a fte r winning India na . 
Alabama and Georgia on May 4 


Although Ford ’s 701 is more than half 
the 1.130 needed for the CiOF* nomina­ 
tion. he fa ces a muc'h tighter race than 
Carter does. C a rter’s nearest rival is 
Rep Morris K Udall with 292.5 delegate 
votes

Hays called Miss Ray “ a 
very sick woman” and accused 
the Washington Post, which 
first published her allegations, 
of conducting a personal vend­ 
etta against him.

“ malicious" and said he was 
considering filing suit against 
the paper 
But the Post, in an editonal 
in today’s editions, said flatly 
of Miss Ray: “ She is Rep 
Wayne Hays’ mistress.

Jupiter's weather was similar to earth’s, where the tem­ 
perature difference between the equator — more strongly 
heated by the sun — and the colder poles .si*ts up a circulat­ 
ing flow of rising and falling air 
However, said Dr Andrew Ingersoll of the (iilifornia In 
stitute of Technology. Pioneer 11 found that Jupiter's fxiles 
are as warm as the equator (though still cold by earth stan­ 
dards). The added heat apparently comes from Jupiter’s 
hot interior, thereby providing a heat balance for the entire 
planet. 
With that finding, said Ingersoll, another theory to ex­ 
plain the circulating cloud tends mu.st te found

WASHINGTON - We hav e watched 
F’residenl Ford closely since he picked the 
gov ernment reins off the floor nearly 22 
months ago We hav e often disagreed with 
his 
policies; 
occasionally, 
we 
hav e 
criticized his performance. But we hav e 
detected one characteristic that has gone 
largely unnoticed; 


Gerald Ford has political courage 


This side of the President has been 
rev ealed behind closed White House doors. 
F'ord made the decision, for example, to 
send Secretary of State Henry Kissinger to 
Africa on the ev e of some crucial Southern 
primaries 


The F’resident .saw adv ance drafts of the 
statements Kissinger intended to make m 
Africa, supporting the rights of the black 
majority Political adv isers warned that the 
timing 
couldn t 
be 
worse, 
that 
the 
Kissinger tour would antagonize many 
Southern v oters 


The President said the situation in Africa 
was too critical to wait and personally gav e 
Kissinger 
the 
go-ahead 
Subsequently, 
Ford lost to Ronald Reagan in the Texas, 
Georgia and Alabama primaries 


Yet the confidential minutes of a White 
House meeting on May 12 show the 
President had not relented The takeov er 
of Angola 
by 
Sov iet-supported 
Cuban 
troops and guerrillas, he said, had made 
the situation "potentially v ery’ dangerous" 
for African moderates 


“ Without some strong position by us.’ 
he declared, “ Africa would become ripe 
for the picking " There had been "some 
criticism of the timing" of the Kissinger 
v isit, he said, “ but I can’t hold foreign 
policy in abeyance for political reasons” 


Ford has also dismayed his political 
adv isers by calling for an increase in Social 
Security taxes and a 5 per cent ceilir^ on 
pay raises and pensions Past presidents 
managed to postpone such unpopular 
mov es until after the election But Ford 
told aides it was more important to bring 
the budget under control 


Ev en more astounding, he ordered the 
shutdown of four Air Force bases m states 
where he was courting v otes — Craig in 
■Alabama. Richards-Gebaur in .Missouri, 
Webb in Texas and ev en Kincheloe in his 
home state of Michigan 


When Republican leaders pleaded with 
him to spare their pet project.s, according 
to the confidential minutes of a May 5 
meeting, the President replied bluntly: 
"Thre are definite limitations on what we 
can spend 


He demanded fiscal reforms before he 
would agree to bail New York City out of 
its financial cnsis, despite a warning that 
the stnngent measures w’ould cost him 
v otes 


He replied that the city would nev er hav e 
wound up on the financial rocks if past 
mayors had been willing to face the facts 
"We cannot go on spending." he said, 
“ without worrying about where the money 
is comir^ from " 


Probably no presidential action was 
more unpopular than his attempt to make 
gas and oil more expensiv e .Although we 
criticized him for penalizing the poor, he 


felt this was the best way to hold down oil 
consumption and. thereby, to reduce U S. 
dependence on Arab oil fields. 


"This may not be good politics,’ he told 
lus adv isers, "but it is good for the 
country ’

Celtics, long known for their 
racehorse 
offense, 
now 
are 
gaining a reputation for their 
defensive prowess. 
The Celtics, leading the Phoe­ 
nix Suns l-O in their nationally 
televised best-of-seven National 
Basketball Association cham­ 
pionship series 
and 
seeking 
th eir 13th league title since 
1957, are in that position more 
because of their defease than 
th eir offense. 
In 13 playoff games so far 
th is season — six each against 
Bitffalo and Cleveland, and 
Sunday’s 
98-87 
victory 
over 
Ph oen ix — they have field the 
opposition under 100 points 10 
times and under 90 in five 
games Their average yield has 
b een 96 1 points per game 
That is well below the Celt­ 
ics’ season average of 103.9 — 
sixth best in the league — and 
also below the Chicago Bulls’ 
figure of 98.8, lowest in the 
NBA 
Meenwhile, Boston s usually 
p oten t offense, which averaged 
106.2 points dunng the regular 
season , has sputtered, mainly 
d u e to injuries to fast-break 
lead er John Havbcek. In their 
last six playoff games, the Celt­ 
ics h ave not reached the 100- 
p oin t mark, but they have won 
fou r of them. Their over-all 
scon n g average for 13 playoff 
games is 99 .3 


Recently, the Celtics, who 
prefer to run, have been forced 
to play a deliberate, patterned 
offense 
“We re not a pattern, set-up 
basketball team. ” said Coach 
Tom Heinsohn. "If we could 
ru n and fast break. I d feel a 
lot better. But the fact is that 
we don’t have the people who 
can run Havhcek has that in­ 


jury (torn muscles in his left 
foot) and (Don) Nelson and 
(Steve) Kuberski haven’t got 
good speed. The fact that we 
i-an’t run nght now worries me, 
because Phoenix is a real gocxl 
ball club. 
The Celtics' running game 
could be more accelerated dur­ 
ing Thursday night's second 
game at the Boston Garden, be­ 
cause HavUcek might be avail­ 
able for full-time duty.
